The result of this 
must be that when, if ever protection to 
rneuufaoiunjs ia broken down, its assail- 
ant?, if consistent, will next attnok some 
other of the several forms oJ protection. 


The exclusive n«ht es.teud.ad by patent 


Jaws to tho inventor who hoe dtviBsd tlie 
in<iohiuery for manufaatnriDp is a more 
radical protection thnn 19 • aoocrdod by 
nuy I'ohedule of existing tariff laws. 
The jncentor IB absolutely bhtolded from 
ojinpotuicn ilurmg thu hteot his patent, 
null even beyond th&t yonod provision 
is made for its existence. 
This protec- 


tion is not even confined to American 
citizen?, but is extended to aliens as well. 
The writer of 11 book, the composer of a 
HOUR, the proprietor oC a trade mark, the 
dcdiiiiier n£ a picture, arc accorded a mo- 
nopoly ot use and sale in which they are 
protected by all the power of law en- 
forced by the" machinery of the federal 
cour!B. Nit only is protection thcs ex- 
tended to tho inventor, designer and au- 
thor, but to whomsoever ho may choose 
to invest witb his prerogative: the pro- 
tection is trnns'errnblo, and cat) be made 
a mattir ot moichatdibe. 
These arc 


forms of protection that no advocate of 
'•unfettered tradu" cau consistently sup- 
port. 


There is another aspect ot protection 


which appeals directly to a largo and in- 
fluential class ot our citizjus. Scarcely 
ft village in the country permits a peddler 
or other itinerant trader to prosecute 
business within its limits without llrst 
pa> ing for such such privilege. 
Any 


other policy would be injustice to resi- 
dent tradesmen whoso property is taxed 
for the support of municipal government. 
The free trader, who demands that for- 
eigners f hall be permitted to bring their 
wures into the markets of the United 
States without tariff, will be forced to 
claim for his fellow oonntrjin.cn the priv- 
ilege to sell without toi wherever he can 
Hud customers. 


Tno theosisto, who now so loudly in- 


veigh against what they term tho privi- 
leged classes., and so roundly denounce 
the policy ot protection, will be forced 
by the inevitable logic of consistency to 
attack the existing protection to invent- 
ors, uulhors, designers and eventually all 
municipal regulations imposing taxes for 
privileges of dade. With them con- 
sistency now waits on expediency, in the 
hope of Ceding present allies among the 
future victiroa ot their unpatriotic policy- 
No sooner will they have secured tho 
surrender of one tenet of the protective 
policy under iihich our country has

point. To stop short of this will be to 
incur the ignominy of demanding in the 
interest ot foreigners piivileges of trade 
they are unwilling to accord to their own 
fellow citizens.

Iowa. 


Saturday Gallup and his half-witted 


brother h;id been drinking, and early in 
tho evening went to tlioir father's house, 
just across the street from Frnnk Gallup's, 
and a quarrel ensued. Tho old man was 
badly rounded. His cries for help brought 
a crowd of citizens to tho rescue, I". J. 
Pino amonf,' them. Frank Gallup went 
oat to meet thorn and without a word of 
warning deliberately shot Pine. Tho others 
fled, aud gathering a crowd of armed citi- 
zens returned to the houso. Gallup's father' 
told thom his son had escaped. Pino was 
convoyed to tho Dclmonico Hotel, The mili- 
tia was called out,and telegrams describing 
tho outlaw sent In all directions. After u 
short time it was learned that Gallup had 
not escaped, but was concealed in his 
father's houso. This news took a crowd o) 
100 men, including militia Company E, 
Iowa National Guards, to tho houso of the 
oldman. Gallup, who had joined tho crowd, 
declared that Frank was not iu the

Tho next man shot was Bert 
Eicc, who was just bringing his guu into 
position. Rice shot, but without effect. 
Ho had just fallen when Patterson jumped 
from thu cellar aud leveled Ills revolver at 
Gallup.

Ink for KuLlier Stamps. 


To make a good Ink for rubber stamps: 


Take aniline, rose or violet, ninety grains; 
boil this in occ ounce of distilled water, 
then add halfa te.ispoor.ful of glrcerico and 
half as :nuch molasses. The crystals of tha

""Paul Bcaulic'i;, an Ojibwa of mixed 
blood, present interprulci- at White Earth 
aITCacy, gave his experience with ajossa- 
keod at LcL'ch lake about tho year 1S58. Tho. 
reports of wonderful performances reached 
the a-'Ciicy and, as licaulieu had no faith 
in thu jugglers, ho offered one hundred dol- 
lars a largo sum, then and there, against 
"ooiis of equal value, that tho juggler could 
not perform satisfactorily ono of tho tricks 
of his repertory to bo selected by him 
(Beaulicr.u) in tho nroseneo of himself anil 
n committee consisting of his friends. Tho 
age:1 v.-as accepted with tho result, to bo 
escribed. 
•A mciiidno lodge was made. Four 


trong pol^s wero planted deep la the 
round, rising to an elevation ot at least 
en or twelve feet; ono of thorn having tho

CURIOU&CEMETERY. 


Tim Peculiar Jlo«Une-Wnco of tho Bc»a 


of 11 Mexican Town. 


Don't you waat to see something fancy 


n tho cemetery linol" 
It was Mr. Williams, the United States 


Consul at Guanajuata, who spokotoa oor- 
espondont of tho St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Wo wore standing in Iront of tho Hotel do 
\ Union, and had been discussing tho Na- 
ional Cemetery at Washington. 
"Well, I don't care," I replied, nnd. suit- 
ngtho action to the -word, followed him out 
n tho street and to tho place when) tho 
'burros" wero kept. Wo soon reached 
the cemetery, a naif milo from the town. It 
s on the top of a hill, and oaly approached 
an ono side. From* every other po'.Dt you 
ooked down sheer precipices. The ccm- 
cterv proper was walled in, and iu this 
vail, which is ten feet thick, aro the vaults 
or tbo coffins. From tho insido it looks 
aoro liko an immense cheat, with a thou- 
iaod small drawers, than any thing elso. 
Dn tho head of each drawer was the namo 
>f Its occupant, with occasionally tho word 
' porpituidad." That means tho body Is al- 
owed to stay In that vault forever. But as 
t costs ono hundred dollars to havo that 
word engraved there, it 13 looked upon as a 
needless extravagance by tho average Mex- 
oan, and ho routs it for flvo years. After 
tho flvo years aro up tho bones are taken 
out and dumped in the vault beneath. 


Tho body is never buried in a coffin, as in 


Jjc United States, except among the rich. 
The undertaker furnishes thecoflln to carry 
tho body to tho grave In, and It is thorc put 
into the stone box. Where the family oi tho 
deceased can not afford to hire a coffin, they 
aro allowed to uso ono of tho city coflins. 
Thcro aro six of these, and they are out 
nearly all the time. 


If the pcoplo do not want to pay for tho 


use of a vault, they can bury their dead in 
the vacant spaco in tho center of the cem- 
etery. Tho body is allowed to stay In tho 
ground for awhilo and Li then dug up. 
Underneath tho cemetery Is a large vault, 
1 000 feet long, 1-1 feet high and 0 feet wide. 
This is the final resting place. Hero tho 
bones aro dumped for tho last time, and al- 
though the cemetery at Guanajuato is only 
£2 vcars old, thoro are 20,000 cubic foot of 
bones thoro. Tho vault in another year 
will bo full. There aro twenty-five mum- 
mies In tho vault 


When wo got back among tho small 


vaults oneo more I noticed a cabinet photo- 
graph of a young Mexican lady who was 
killed In 1SS3 by her lover. It created a 
great sensation at tho Umo, nnd when she 
was buried her parents vory kindly put her 
picture on her head plato. 


As we woro returning we passed a 


"Panteon Municipal" funeral. Tho coffin 
is carried by two men to tho foot of tho 
mountain anil there transferred to the back 
of a burro.

Tho 
railroad company opposed tho demand, but 
tho Supreme Court of Massachusetts do- 
ckled that tho railroad must carry free tho 
descendants of Mr. Dodgo for all Umo.
